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‘Failures’ found 
after baby’s death 
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SERIOUS failings in 
Cambridgeshire’s child 
protection services 
have been identified in 
a report into the sudd¬ 
en death of a baby. 

The “shortfalls and 
weaknesses” in the coun¬ 
ty’s care services were 
outlined following a 
Serious Case Review into 
the death of the child, 
known as Baby A, who 
died when just a few 
days old in early 2008 . 

The independent report 
explains how the child had 
been born healthy, but had 
quickly become seriously ill 
and died. 

There was a “history of 
significant concerns” about the 
family - including the death of 
another baby a year earlier - 
and both parents were inter¬ 
viewed by police. 

But the report states: “The 
social care team concerned 
was under major workload 
pressures during the period of 
their involvement with the 
family and this undoubtedly 
impacted on the management 
of the case.” 

It comes just four months 
after an Ofsted report high¬ 
lighted the lack of qualified 
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social workers, with 37 per cent 
of children being looked after 
by the council in need of one - 
significantly higher than at 
other councils. 

No charges were brought as 
the cause of Baby A’s death 
could not be determined, and 
while the report said none of 
the failings identified would 
have led to the child’s death, it 
highlighted a number of flaws 
in the monitoring of the 
parents, whose three other 
children had previously been 
admitted to hospital amid 
concerns over their “disturbed” 
behaviour. 

Among the failings identified 
include: 

■ concerns over neglect were 
downplayed in favour of more 
positive information, fuelling 
an overly optimistic view of the 
family’s abilities; 

■ the failure by health workers 
to monitor the health of the 
children, despite fears exp¬ 
ressed by hospital staff about 
possible neglect; 

■ social workers ignoring an 
anonymous tip-off that the 
children had been left alone 
because it was assumed to be 
malicious;

NINETY years ago, members 
of Stretham Women’s Institute 
(Wl) entertained themselves 
with furniture upholstery and 
darning stockings.

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TECHNOLOGY designed to 
stop paedophiles from working 
with children in the wake of the 
Soham murders has been del¬ 
ayed - again. 

It was due to come into force last 
October - more than six years after 10 
year olds Holly Wells and Jessica 
Chapman were murdered by school 
caretaker Ian Huntley. 

But the Home Office has confirmed 
that parts of the Vetting and Barring 
Scheme will not begin until November 
2010 at the earliest, despite earlier 
assurances that the full multi-million 
pound system would be up and running 
by then. 

The new delay was branded “aston¬ 
ishing” by South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice, who has campaigned for 
the system since it was first rec¬ 
ommended. 

He said: “This is outrageous. We need 
this technology to prevent another 
tragic murder like those of Holly and 
Jessica’s from happening again. 

“Yet again we are told there is 
another delay to getting it in place - it is 
astonishing. 

“This just shows complete incom¬ 
petence and I will be raising this in the 
Commons as soon as possible.” 

The system was proposed by Sir 
Michael Bichard following an inquiry 
into how Huntley managed to get the 
school caretaker job, which revealed 
police knew he had previously been 
accused of rape and indecent assault. 

Sir Bichard said a £167 million 
“Impact” national IT system was 
needed to close a loophole Huntley sli¬ 
pped through, which would have pre¬ 
vented him getting a job at Soham 
Village College in the first place. 

But a Home Office spokesman said 
yesterday it wanted to ensure the IT 
system had been “fully tested” before it 
was introduced nationwide. 

He said: “This scheme is built on 
existing strong safeguards and sig¬ 
nificantly more will start on October 12. 

“But it is vital the scheme’s final 
elements are properly designed, piloted 
and tested before they are introduced. 

“The UK already has one of the most 
advanced systems in the world for 
carrying out checks on those who work 
in positions of trust with children and 
vulnerable adults.” 

Huntley was jailed for life, with a 
minimum term of 40 years, for the 
murders. 


Three schools put on ‘coasting’ list 


THREE Cambridgeshire 
schools have been criticised 
for failing to stretch their 
students enough. 

Cromwell Community Coll¬ 
ege in Chatteris, Abbey Coll¬ 
ege in Ramsey and Melbourn 
Village College are all off¬ 
icially classified as “coasting”. 

This means they have all 
displayed at least one of the 
designated symptoms, in¬ 


cluding “unimpressive” pupil 
progress, static exam results, 
disappointing Ofsted grad¬ 
ings and complacent lead¬ 
ership. 

Other indicators include 
pupils with good SATs results 
ending up with poor GCSE 
grades, and a lack of pupil 
tracking and early inter¬ 
vention. 

The schools were found to 


have been entered on a new 
Government scheme, Gaining 
Ground, designed to drive up 
standards. 

Michael Gove, shadow 
children’s secretary, said: 
“Parents have a right to 
expect that heads are con¬ 
tinually striving for improve¬ 
ment.” 

A spokesman for the Dep¬ 
artment for Children, Schools 


and Families said: “These 
schools are not ‘failing’ 
schools - they will have acc¬ 
eptable, or sometimes even 
good results, but may not be 
fulfilling the potential of their 
pupils. 

“These schools may not 
have received focused att¬ 
ention to date, but will now 
qualify for additional funding 
and support.”

■ the failure to check a police 
database which meant authorities 
did not realise the mother had a 
criminal record; 

■ a “premature” downgrading of 
concerns over the parents’ ability 
to look after their children; 

■ the failure “by the hospital” to 
notify police immediately of Baby 
A’s death, resulting in a delay 
which “potentially compromised” 
any criminal investigation. 

The independent report was 
carried out by the Cambridgeshire 
Local Safeguarding Children 
Board (CLSCB). 

The findings have been accep¬ 
ted by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which has agreed to 
implement its recommendations, 
including the need for more 
detailed information about “at 
risk” families arriving in the 
county. 

Better inter-agency commun¬ 
ication and conflict resolution, 
improved collation of GP reports 
and stronger understanding of 
racial or religious differences were 
also suggested. 

CLSCB chairwoman Jane Held 
said: “It’s an absolute tragedy for 
this family. Nothing we did could 
have changed what happened. 

“This report is about trying to 
join things together better and see 
how we might provide better help 
in the future.” 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for children, 
councillor Martin Curtis, said: 
“We do not know what caused the 
death of Child A, but obviously 
the death of any child is a tragedy. 

“We and the other agencies 
involved were not required to 
carry out a Serious Case Review, 
but we chose to do the fullest 
possible investigation into what 
happened because we wanted to 
know exactly what lessons had to 
be learnt. 

“As the public would expect, we 
have reviewed our practice in the 
light of what happened. 

“There were shortfalls in 
practice which we can improve 
and we are committed to doing 
so. 

“The executive summary high¬ 
lights the issue of the ‘down¬ 
grading’ of concerns, and an 
optimistic view of the parents’ 
capacity to care for their children. 

“The social care team involved 
were under major workload 
pressure and this contributed to 
their management of the case. 

“We have already addressed 
these issues, including initiatives 
to improve recruitment and 
retention of social workers and 
increased staff numbers.”

Chaos 
looms 
on lines 


STRIKES could cause 
chaos on Ely’s rail¬ 
way line, travellers 
have been warned. 

Commuters and 
passengers could 
face delays after Rail 
Maritime and Trans¬ 
port (RMT) Union 
members at First 
Capital Connect 
(FCC) and National 
Express East Anglia 
(NEEA) voted in fav¬ 
our of a strike over 
job cuts. 

FCC, which runs 
the King’s Lynn to 
King’s Cross line, 
plans to cut back 800 
working hours a 
week across more 
than 40 ticket offices 
along the route. 

And NEEA, which 
runs services to Nor¬ 
wich, Peterborough 
and London Liver¬ 
pool Street, has more 
than 300 jobs under 
threat, according to 
the RMT. 

A date for the 
strike, and whether 
the two firms will 
take action together 
or not, has not yet 
been announced.

VILLAGERS are in shock after a 
badly burnt body was found lying in 
fields near Ely 

A man and his wife made the grim 
discovery while walking their dog on a track 
off Station Road, Sutton, at around 9.30am 
last Thursday. 

The dead man has been named as Terence 
Leslie Smith, 62, who lived in the village with 
his wife. 

Mr Smith was the owner of CabForce 
Taxis, a private taxi hire and courier service 
operating in Ely and the surrounding area. 

Mrs Smith’s sister told the Weekly News the 
family were “too devastated” to speak about 
his death. 

It is believed his body had been in a ditch 
near a lay-by off the A1421 between 
Witcham Toll and Haddenham. 

A post mortem examination was carried 
out at Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge, which confirmed there were no 
suspicious circumstances surrounding the 
death. 

The cause of death was inhalation of fire 
fumes and burns. 

A spokesman at The Chequers, on Sutton’s 
High Street, said although Mr Smith did not 
drink in the pub, punters said he was a 
“good guy”. 

After police received a 999 call about the 
body, the area was taped off and a white tent 
was erected over the spot where it had been 
found. 

Officers wearing white suits carried out 
forensic investigations and an expert from 
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the fire service visited the scene to assist. 

The body was removed from the field later 
that day. 

Cllr Philip Read, who represents the 
Sutton ward on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said there was “a lot of mystery” 
surrounding the death. 

He said: “Villagers are shocked about this 
man’s death as things like this never happen 
around here. 

“People have been wondering what has 
happened. My sympathy goes out to the 
man’s family.”

ELY is now home to top-class 
banqueting facilities and a lavish new 
restaurant, with a popular landmark set 
to re-open this week. 

The Maltings, on the riverside, was 
due to open its doors to the public today 
following 11 months of essential repair 
works to its roof. 

The much-loved building is home to 
the popular Ely Cinema and is also used 
for weddings, parties and exhibitions. 

Its closure in May last year 
devastated arts lovers, who have been 
unable to enjoy such events there, 


especially when it was announced that 
the opening would be delayed for four 
months.

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GMC to look 
at trial case 


A PENSIONER who 
claims he almost died 
after taking part in a 
drugs trial is taking his 
battle to a top health 
watchdog. 

Les Thomas, 75, has reported 
leading gastroenterologist 
Professor Alastair Forbes to the 
General Medical Council 
(GMC). 

Mr Thomas, of Chelmer Way, 
Ely, took part in an experiment 
using the painkilling drug 
rofecoxib for pharmaceutical 
giant Merck Sharp and Dohme 
in 2003. 

After taking the drug for six 
months he was found to have a 
collapsed colon, septicaemia 
and an irregular heartbeat, and 
was classed as anorexic when 
he lost two stone after suffering 
nearly two months of constant 
diarrhoea. 

The retired college lecturer 
was paid £28,000 by the firm 
after a Cambridge County 
Court judge ruled that the 
rofecoxib was probably a 
“significant cause” of his ill¬ 
ness, diagnosed as ulcerative 
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colitis, in December. 

In his ruling, Judge Patrick 
O’Brien questioned the 
evidence of Prof Forbes, the 
professor of gastroenterology 
and clinical nutrition at 
London’s University College 
Hospital, who appeared as a 
witness for Merck. 

The dispute centres on a 
statement made by Prof Forbes 
that rofecoxib could aggravate 
the condition of, and hospit¬ 
alise, somebody with a pre¬ 
existing case of ulcerative 
colitis. 

According to the judge, Prof 
Forbes “readily accepted an 
invitation to row back from 
this” later on. 

Judge O’Brien said: “I con¬ 
clude that Prof Forbes’ att¬ 
empts to row back from this 
case, as put to him in cross- 
examination, were at best 
disingenuous. 

“I am afraid I did begin to 
feel that for a moment he 
forgot he was here to help the 


court rather than simply 
advance Merck’s case.” 

The judge also questioned 
whether Prof Forbes “set the 
bar far too high" in examining 
other potential cases of rofe¬ 
coxib causing ulcerative colitis. 

This prompted Mr Thomas - 
who has been lobbying MPs 
and spoke on BBC Radio 4’s 
You and Yours programme 
about the care of drug trial 
patients - to go to the GMC. 

He said: “If a guy like this can 
be disingenuous where do you 
go with the medical profession? 

“I’m not going to let this go.” 

A company spokeswoman 
said: “Merck Sharp and Dohme 
stands behind the evidence 
presented by Prof Forbes 
because that evidence was 
consistent with the reliable 
science.” 

The GMC - which has the 
power to revoke a doctor’s 
registration - has asked Mr 
Thomas to provide further 
information about his comp¬ 
laint. 

Prof Forbes did not respond 
to the Weekly News’ requests for 
comment.

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‘Monkey 
actions’ in

A DRUNKEN woman hurled 
“hideous” racist abuse at a family 
and ran around her garden doing 
monkey impressions, a court heard. 

Lorraine Turner, 33, was seen prancing 
around the lawn with her arms tucked under 
her armpits making chimpanzee noises. 

She was also heard shouting “You are 
going to get it you black *****” for more than 
an hour on the morning of September 28. 

Turner, of Welland Place, Ely, was set to 
face trial at Ely Magistrates’ Court but 
pleaded guilty to using threatening racially 
aggravated behaviour at the last minute. 

Esther Cantor, prosecuting, told the bench 
the tirade happened at Turner’s previous 
address in Jersey Way, Littleport, after a night 
of heavy drinking. 

Mrs Cantor said: “Residents nearby were 
woken up at around 3am by loud shouting 
and a commotion coming from Mrs Turner’s 
property. 

“From their windows, they could see her 
running around doing monkey impressions 
and heard her shouting hideous racial 
expressions, aimed at a mixed race family.” 

One of the victim family’s members, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, gave 
evidence in court. She said: “The things

being shouted were really horrible and I do 
not even like repeating them here.” 

Daniel Nunn also shouted abuse at the 
family. The 23 year old, of Hempfield Place, 
Littleport, was set for trial alongside Turner 
but he too entered a guilty plea to using 
threatening behaviour at the last minute. 

Nunn, who is currently on two separate 
community orders plus 12 months of 
supervision, has been ordered to re-attend 
court on April 16, where a pre-sentence 
report will be heard. 

But Turner, who claims she cannot 
remember anything about the incident, was 
given a two-year conditional discharge. 

Janet South, presiding magistrate, said: 
“We have done something quite unusual 
and put you on a two-year conditional 
discharge. 

“We find your behaviour here totally 
unacceptable - nobody should have to put 
up with such abuse, and racism is not 
tolerated in this country.” 

Turner was also ordered to pay £100 
compensation to the family.

We sail and 
care for pits 

Sir, I am the Commodore of Ely 
Sailing Club and we sail on Roswell 
Pits, part of the Ely Pits and 
Meadows Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI). 

I am writing to you because the 
views expressed by Jeremy Tyrrell in 
your article (Pits owner looks to 
judicial review in special site ruling 
- Weekly News, March 12) do not 
accord with our experience in 
applying to Natural England for 
consent for management works. 

Ely Sailing Club has carried out 
work on the pit for many years, 
during which time its wildlife value 
has at least been maintained, if not 
enhanced. This year, I applied to 
Natural England for consent to 
carry out our usual work. This 
consent was soon granted after a 
site visit. The work has since been 
carried out and viewed by Natural 
England. 

Some of the jobs included pruning 
the willows on the islands and 
trimming the vegetation on the 
sloping bank, so Mr Tyrrell’s 
assertion that the SSSI designation 
means that the area “will just be left 
unmanaged for years on end” is 
misleading in the light of our years 
of stewardship and our recent 
experience. 

The use of the pit for sailing 
activities shows that there can be 
sustainable recreational use whilst 
supporting the wildlife species for 
which the SSSI designation was 
made. Only today there was 
another sighting of a great egret, 
which has been causing great 
excitement over the last few weeks. 
How timely that the newest SSSI in 
Britain should now be known for 
sightings of a new species of bird in 
this area. 

We are confident that through our 
dealings with Natural England we 
will be able to both continue sailing 
and sustain the valuable wildlife in 
this special place.

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Council dives In with 
offer to swim for free 


PENSIONERS and young 
people will be able to swim 
for free at Ely’s Paradise 
Pool from next month. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) says it will adopt 
the new Government scheme - 
for under-16s and over-60s - on 
April 1 in a bid to promote 
healthy living and fitness. 

Billy Holmes, business man¬ 
ager for Leisure Connection, 
which operates and manages the 
Paradise Pools in partnership 
with the council, said: “We are 
pleased that ECDC has decided to 
embrace this scheme and we are 
working closely with them to 
ensure its effective delivery.” 

While most councils in the 
region have taken up Govern¬ 
ment funding to finance the 
scheme, Huntingdonshire district 
and Cambridge city councils will 
only extend the offer of free 
swimming to the over-60s, claim¬ 
ing it “remains unaffordable” for 
under-16s to be included. 

But Cllr Allyson Broadhurst, 
chairman of ECDC’s community 
services committee, said the 
Government’s offer of free swim-

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ming was “too important” to miss 
out on. 

She said: “A number of councils 
have decided not to implement 
the scheme but we felt we should 
do everything possible to 
introduce free swimming. 

“Swimming is one of the best 
ways to get fit and it is good 
exercise for people of all ages. 

“We recognised it was imp¬ 
ortant to try to take up the 
Government’s offer if we could. 

“Now we all have a respon¬ 
sibility to ensure that over the 
next two years we encourage as 
many people as possible to go to 
the pool.” 

The initiative was announced 
in fune 2008. It aims to boost 
sport and fitness as part of a 
£140million plan for a lasting 
legacy from the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games.

No jail for man 
who broke jaw 


A MAN has been handed a 
suspended prison sent¬ 
ence for an assault that left 
his ex-partner with a 
broken jaw. 

Adam Ingham, 22, was also 
ordered to pay compensation 
when he was sentenced at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court last Friday. 

He had previously been 
convicted by city magistrates of 
causing grievous bodily harm 
and criminal damage. 

Ingham had been in a relat¬ 
ionship with the 22-year-old 
victim, the mother of their one- 
year-old daughter, but she 
moved out of their home to 
rented housing in Littleport. 

Ingham was visiting that house 
last September when the off¬ 
ences occurred. He smashed a 
glass door and a telephone and 
the woman then felt something 
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hit her face. She said to Ingham: 
“You’ve broken my jaw.” 

He apologised and called an 
ambulance before leaving. He 
was later traced to his home in 
Kent and arrested. 

The woman was treated at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge and needed surgery 
for a fractured jaw. She also 
needed anti-depressant medi¬ 
cation as a result of the attack. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
said Ingham and his former 
partner were involved in a 
“volatile” relationship. 

He said: “It seems to me you 
were both immature. 

“In the course of an argument, 
you swung a blow which caused 
very severe injuries.” 


He said the victim’s impact 
statement did not suggest she 
sought vengeance, but instead 
wanted Ingham to learn from the 
incident and take an active part 
in looking after their child. 

Judge Hawkesworth said: “It 
would not be in the public int¬ 
erest for you, your partner or 
your child to impose a custodial 
sentence.” 

He sentenced Ingham to a 12- 
month prison sentence, susp¬ 
ended for two years, and a two- 
year supervision order. Ingham 
must also attend an integrated 
domestic abuse programme. 

Ingham was ordered to pay 
£100 costs and compensation of 
£433 for the phone and damage 
to the property. 

He was not ordered to pay 
compensation to his victim.

Surgery comes 
closer to home 


A DOCTORS’ surgery could 
soon be offering patients 
minor orthopaedic oper¬ 
ations. 

St George’s Medical Centre, in 
Littleport, became the first GP 
practice in Cambridgeshire to offer 
cataract removal surgery in its 
state-of-the-art theatre last August. 

Since then, around 130 patients 
have undergone operations in the 
centre and 600 out-patients have 
used the facilities. 

Now the centre is looking to 
expand its specialities and hopes 
to carrying out orthopaedic 
surgery within the next few 
months. It could mean more 
patients are seen by consultants at 
the centre, instead of having to 
travel to a hospital. 

Gary Shepherd, the practice’s 
commissioning manager, said: 
“We became one of the first GP 
surgeries in the county to offer

ophthalmic procedures, such as 
cataract removal surgery, last 
autumn, and now we are looking 
to introduce even more special¬ 
ities. 

“We are looking into offering 
orthopaedic surgeries by the start 
of summer and that is something 
really exciting. 

“It is all about offering patients 
as many services as possible on 
their doorstep instead of having to 
travel miles to hospital, where 
quite often car parking is difficult 
and charges apply. 

“Hospitals can also be very 
daunting for some people, so a 
smaller, more personal setting like 
ours is often much more app¬ 
ealing.” 

Christine Macleod, medical 
director for NHS Cambridgeshire, 


said: “We welcome the move for 
specialists at our GP surgeries to 
carry out minor operations in their 
community where they are able to 
do so. 

“The cataract procedure carried 
out by Littleport surgery means 
that often elderly patients treated 
for this condition can be in and out 
of the surgery within a day and not 
have to take an overnight trip to 
hospital. 

“As a result of these kinds of 
procedures, patients can be 
treated locally and get follow-up 
treatment within their local 
community.” 

The centre is also looking into 
plans for general surgical oper¬ 
ations in the long-term future, 
which would see consultants 
undertaking both out-patient 
consultations and surgical proc¬ 
edures under local anaesthetic.

“Wildlife wants flowers all year 
round, just as we do,” she says. 

“Go for plants which give you a 
continuous amount of flowers. 
Some of the bedding plants are 
great and the more simple single 
flowers are better because they 
tend to have more nectar and 
pollen in them. Some petunias are 
quite good, as are marigolds, 
osteospermums and other daisy- 
plants like marguerites. 

“Lavender and thyme are also 
good because they have a long 
flowering season.” 

A good variation of plants which 
provide year-round interest may 
also be the way to go on a balcony, 
according to Charlie. 

“I’d have two or three evergreen 
shrubs on your balcony, not too 
big, such as a Daphne odora 
‘Marginata’, which has a 
variegated leaf and fantastic scent 
in the spring,” she suggests. 

“I’d also have a small pittosporum, 
as there are interesting and 
different variegations, including 
“Tom Thumb”, a purple one that 
stays like a round ball with purple 
leaves. 

“Go for smaller shrubs like 
Pittosporum tobira, which is slow- 
growing and stays small, with 
really lovely scented flowers, or 
nandina (sacred bamboo). 

“Go for plants which give you two 
or three different times of interest. 
The nandina are evergreen - in 
the spring the first leaves are 
bright red, then it flowers in the 
summer and bears red berries in 
the autumn - giving you a lot of 
interest.” 

She also proposes making the 
most of your space, which means 
using height for optimum effect. 
“If you’ve a piece of trellis you can 
grow things up that, so you’ve the 
vertical option as well. Climbing 
plants will also give you a bit more 
height, texture and colour.” 

Don’t dismiss ivy because ivy 
flowers attract beneficial insects, 
says Charlie. 

“Ivy flowers very late in the season 
and very early in the spring and 
it’s a really good source of nectar 
for insects because there’s nothing 
much about at that time. The 


black berries are good for birds.” 
She adds: “Urban gardens are 
crucial for wildlife because they 
create the corridors, or the 
‘hopping spaces’ between more 
open spaces like parks and bigger 
gardens.”

Camellia 

These beautiful, blousy evergreen 
shrubs look fantastic in early 
spring, their dazzling flowers in 
shades of white, pink and red 


contrasting well with the glossy 
green leaves. They go well in many 
situations, against walls, in hedges 
or as superb stand-alone 
specimens in containers. 

Plant them in acid soil or in 
ericaceous compost in pots, in 
sun or dappled shade, and they’re 
pretty easy to look after. They 
usually grow into large shrubs or 
small trees, so give them enough 
space to fill out. 

The most popular species is 
Camellia japonica, and good 
varieties of that include C. 
japonica “Alba Plena”, whose small 
double white flowers open in early 
spring.

Toyota’s IQ is full 
of smart city movos 


TOYOTA’S iQ is one of the 
most welcome small cars to 
have emerged in the race 
towards a low-emissions 
motoring scenario, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

Eco-cool has hitherto been a 
concept at best, and the moniker 
sits uneasily with the likes of the 
imposingly serious Prius and 
Civic hybrids. Now, thanks to a 
canny design - and Toyota claims 
six production firsts on board the 
iQ - you actually get to have fun 
while you’re driving a car that is 
frugal (65.7mpg on average) and 
cute (a design this futuristic will 
still look good way down the 
line). Oh and did I mention that, 
with emissions of 99g/km - ie 
under the magic lOOg/km barrier 
-you get free road tax? Not even 
the smart (103g/km) manages 
that, let alone other small cars 
like the Fiat 500 (119g/km) or the 
Citroen Cl (106g/km). 

Aside from being cool, the iQ 
drives rather well. Those design

2. Centre

but having it under the floor 
means more space for luggage at 
the back. 

4. Space-saving aircon unit. 
Aircon units - usually to be found 
behind the passenger’s dash¬ 
board - are bulky. Toyota reduced 
the iQ’s aircon size by 20 per 
cent, again freeing up cabin 
space and reducing weight. 

5. The Asymmetrical Dashboard: 
Having saved space on the aircon 
the reshaped dashboard creates 
extra room in the front. 

6. Ultra-slim seats: New design 
means an extra 40mm space at 
knee level. 

These innovations have a 
practical outcome. Being over six 
feet tall means a lot of small cars 
are so uncomfortable they are 
quite literally a pain to drive. But 
the front seats of the iQ are as 
accommodating as a saloon cars. 

The innovations don’t stop 
there either. The futuristic layout 
results in a disctinctive 
dashboard, with good build 
quality. If the stereo controls are 
all located on one steering wheel- 
mounted knob, which is way too 
fiddly and imprecise, that’s a 
shame but I guess you could get 
used to it - 
just avoid 
trying to 
change the 
channel or 
alter the 
volume when 
you’re 
driving at 
speed.

ridiculous stop-start anxiety that 
marks the smart out as a go-kart. 
In town the turning circle is nice 
and tight and the steering is light 
enough to please even those who 
don’t like the niftier manoeuvres 
which city traffic requires of 
drivers. The whole driving 
experience is smooth and quiet 
and hard to fault. Low running 
costs are the icing on one very 
refined cake. 

What Toyota has managed to 
do with the iQ is create the 
simplest of cars to drive, and it 
has achieved this by getting a 
whole lot of engineering firsts to 
work unobtrusively together. For 
that the firm deserves a round of 
applause. The only problem I 
have with the vehicle is the price 
(and the poor retained value of 
38 per cent). The iQ’s list price of 
£9,295 is unlikely to be 
discounted and this is steep 
given that you could buy a 
Citroen Cl and save yourself a 
grand and a half - heavens, you 
could save yourself two grand if 
you went for a VW Fox. Why 
doesn’t Peter Mandelson shove 
some bail-out cash towards iQ 
buyers instead of handing it over 
to car makers? Now that would 
be a smart move.
